MANION PINES: 

The Nygaard family is now set to proceed with the 
housing development at the corner of Surf Pines 
Lane and Manion. The Nygaards purchased the 
property from Rich Schroeder and we were able to 
negotiate to receive 1.16 acres of land to Surf Pines 
in exchange for the access to their property. The 
land is on the north side that fronts Surf Pines Lane 
from the Manion Pines driveway east almost to the 
marsh surrounding the creek. This piece of property 
will eventually house a storage building and allow us 
a more professional work area on the north side of 
the road. We look forward to more residents in Surf 
Pines as these homes are built. Thank you to Rich 
Schroeder for initiating this land transfer. 


NORTH COAST LAND CONSERVANCY: 

The NCLC has been working for a number of years 
researching restoration methods in the Surf Pines 
Prairie in an effort to bring back the Silver Spotted 
Butterfly population to the north coast. They have 
made two presentations to Surf Pines residents. In 
support and recognition of their work | participated 
in their Broom Bust on Wednesday May 17th. With 
the exception of the horrid flair in my allergies, it was 
a great way to work alongside a dozen others from 
the nearby cities who are committed to conservation 
of the land, water and habitat. North Coast Land 
Conservancy have amazing programs and | would 
encourage you to check it out - whether it is walking, 
hiking, birding, volunteering or creating art in nature. 


FIRE SEASON: 

Given our wet winter it is amazing how quickly the 
grasses and trees within Surf Pines dry out. Fire 
season usually begins July 1st and even small fire 
pits In your yards must be approved annually by 
the Department of Forestry 503-325-5451. And of 
course, never leave a fire unattended or have a fire 
when It is windy.
